SPELLING 
ABILITY 
Seven out of every 100 third-grade 
public school children fan not spell 
“baa ’* 
TbiB and other curious evl 
d*nees of the special problems inher 
ent in the teaching of spelling at* 
brought out by Dr l^onard P. Ayr 
of the Russell Sage Foundation, in a 


study Just published. 
As a reeult of combining the four 
moBt extensile studies that have been 


m a d e to Identify the words commonl 
used in different 
forte of 
English 
writing, Dr. Ayres has selected the 
1,000 words that constitute 90 per 
cent of the language ordinarily used 
This selection was made from various 
English authors, 
from 
four Sunday 
newspapers of Buffalo, and from th< 
business and family c o r r e s p o n d e n c e 
of over 2,000 adults. 
The object or 
the study was to develop a scale for 
measuring attainm ent in the spelling 
of common words on the 
part of 


school children 
Cooperating with the city suerln 
tendents in 84 cities of the United 
States, f»r. Ayres had the 1,000 < om 
monest words tested by an aggregate 
of 1,400,000 spellings, secured from 
70,000 public school children. 
The 
result made it possible to accurately 
measure spelling ability, and to com 
pute the amount of improvement in 
apelling the same words from grade 
to grade. 
By a st ale arrang«ment8, extending 
on a line from 0 to 100, ^spelling abil­ 
ity ' Is easily and aclentiflcaily deter­ 
mined 
For example, nine words of 
most frequent use, viz., the, in, sd, 
no, now, man, ten, bed, top, revealed 
that second grade pupils, on an aver 
age, spelled correctly 94 per cent oi 
these words. At the other extreme of 
the scale the words judgment, recoin 
ment and allege were found to be 
spelled correctly by just 50 per cent 
of eighth grade pupils.

The Boy Scout work aim s to take 
the boy in th a t restless, active “teen 
ag e ” and give him w ork and play 
th at are continually instructive along 
lines th at will be beneficial to him 
as a man, no m atter w hat hia future 
trade or occupation may be. 
C ertain high standards are required 
of each scout before he can qualify 
for the successive degrees of T ender­ 
foot, Second Class and F irst Class 
Scout. 
T hese are followed by Eagle 
Scout, S ta r Scout and Life Scout and 
form s a course of training th at m akes 
th e boy hardy, self-reliant and th o r­ 
oughly to be depended upon in any 
case. 
A scout is alw ays 
"on 
his 
h o n o r’’ 
T he m ovem ent has 
received 
en­ 
dorsem ent of the highest character. 
P resident W ilson is honorary 
presi­ 
dent of the organization, and gfves 
it 
his 
h earty 
endorsem ent. 
Tele­ 
gram s from m any governors of states 
w ere sent to the recent annual meet- 
mg of the national council in W ash­ 
ington, conveying greetings and good 
w ishes. 
A num ber of the leading edu­ 
cational institutions of 
th e 
nation 
provide 
courses 
of 
instruction 
on 
scouting. 
Among these are the uni­ 
versities of California, Chicago, Iowa, 
M innesota. P ittsburg, Texas, W iscon­ 
sin, Virginia, Columbia, Cornell; the 
C arnegie institute, 
the 
M assachu­ 
setts A gricultural college, McCormick

He is a friend 
to anim als. 
He will not kill nor hurt 
any living creature needlessly, 
but 
will strive to save and 
protect 
all 
harm less life.

A scout is obedient.

his

patrol 
leader, and all other duly constituted 
authorities.

A scout is cheerful.

w henever he can. 
His obedience to

shirks nor grum bles at hardships.

including a daily good turn in any 
form a boy’s im agination can picture 
or his environm ent suggest. 
Among 
its activities are first aid, life-saving, 
tracking, signaling, cycling, 
nature 
-tudy, telegraphy, seam anship, w rap 
craft, woodcraft, chivalry, patriotism . 
The lack of intelligent interest and 
appreciation on the part of so m any 
parents with reference to the boy’s 
need of wholesom e recreation m akes 
it alm ost im perative that there be in 
every com m unity som e organization 
:bat m akes itself consciously respon­ 
sible for these things. 
If a 
boy’s 
home does not provide activities that 
appeal to his recreational interests, 
and on this account he is led away 
into associates m orally unwholesom e, 
the inevitable result is th at he is bur 
dened w ith a m oral handicap which 
the scout m ovem ent seel,- to coun­ 
teract by causing the inn to take a 
pride in clean activities. 
On the other hand, w here the home 
is ideal and all conditions are ap­ 
parently right, the boy’s connection 
with the scout Work 
gives 
him 
a 
broader useful field for his activities 
at. the sam e tim e encouraging him in 
his home life.

the hardy citizens of Dedham, Mass., In 
1039, to provide water for mill pur 
poses. 
The artificial waterway wa* 
constructed to connect the Charles rl 
er with East brook, covering a dlstam-e 
of about a mile. 
It was a great un 
dertaktng for those days, when every 
foot had to l»e excavated laboriously 
by han«l. but the work was carried out 
with the usual determination marking 
the settlers of the day. 
The canal 
winds round the highlauds of the 
town, and on both sides, extending al 
most to its border, may be seen well 
kept gardens.—Exchange.

Columbus, July 27.—-In case of war 
the state military department could 
get in touch immediately with prob­ 
ably 8,000 young men, between the 
ages of 23 and 30, who have received 
military training in Ohio colleges or 
universities, Adjutant General Hough 
said Monday. 
He referred particu­ 
larly to graduates of Ohio State uni­ 
versity and Ohio Northern university, 
where courses in military training are 
given. 
Although no record of names anu 
addresses of former students who re­ 
ceived such military 
training 
are 
kept by the state military 
depart­ 
ment. Adjutant General Hough point­ 
ed out that records of »>aeh school 
contain these and would be available 
to the military authorities. 
The only 
action that could be taken In case 
of war would be to apply directly to 
these men. 
They would 
be 
much 
more likely to volunteer if personal 
1 requests were made to them than it 
only general appeals 
were issued, 
however, it was declared. 
Ohio State university has gradu­ 
ated annually for a number of years 
an average of between 400 and 600 
young men with 
military 
training, 
and 
Ohio 
Northern 
university 
at 
Ada, this year graduated about 200 
former cadets. 
“These form a reserve of consider­ 
able size which could 
be 
whipped 
into excellent military condition in a 
short time,” 
said

Hough. 
Thev probably would not be asked 
to enlist until after appeals would 
go to former members of the Ohio 
national guard, who now constitute 
a grade of reserves. 
This array of 
former cadets is a valuable asset to 
the military strength of a state, how­ 
ever.”

T here are over 
18,000 
regularly 
established libraries 
in the 
United 
States, containing m ore than 75,000, 
000 volumes, according to (statistics 
ju st compiled by th e United S tates 
Bureau of Education. 
The num ber of 
volumes is an Increase of 20,000,000 
since 1908. 
Of the 2,849 
libraries 
containing 
5.000 volumes or over, 1,844 are clas 
sified as 
‘public and society lib rar­ 
ies,’’ and 1,865 are school and college 
libraries. 
I’ublic and society lib rar­ 
ies have an aggregate of over fifty 
million volumes, w ith seven million 
borrow er’s cards in force; 
1,446 of 
these libraries w ere entirely free to 
the public.
